Everybody knows it is an unusual year, so it 
should come as no surprise that our world-famous 
Wisteria vine has decided to bloom a whole month 
early. 

Maria Feeney, one of the two owners of the 
world’s largest flowering plant, says that in the 21 
years she and her husband Joseph have lived there, 
the vine has never bloomed this early. 

Robert and Gudrun Solt, who own the other 
half, had predicted just two weeks ago that April 
1 would be the date of bloom. 

But then the sun and warmth took over, 
stirring the venerable roots and branches of the 
89-year-old queen of the wisterias, turning her once 
again into a beautiful lady with more than an acre 
of incredible lavendar tresses. 

The vine is in full bloom now and can be 
viewed from the street by driving acoss Carter 
Avenue and turning north on Hermosa, between 
Auburn and Lima. The vine is on the west side 


In view of the early debut of the blossoms, 
the official Wistaria Open House, sponsored this 
year by the Sierra Madre Beautification Committee 
and planned for later in the month, will be held 
Sunday, Mar. 11, from noon to 4 p.m., according 
to Barbara Godley, chairman of the committee. 
.Many of the blossoms have not yet opened, so 
the display should still be at its prime by the date 
of the open house. 

Admission is free of charge and visitors will 
be welcome to wander through the two gardens, 
where an estimated IVi million blossoms cascade 
from arbors and trellises above the grounds. 

The Sierra Madre Woman’s Club is assisting 
in hosting the open house and will distribute 
free packets of seed ftqm the faitious vine, fur-„ 
nished by the owners, as part of their on-going 
program of helping to perpetuate the beauty of 
the legendary plant.

Amo Drive residents angry about noise, traffic 


Residents living on roads leading to Chantry 
Flats Road were back before the Sierra Madre 
City Council again, demanding action from the 
council at Tuesday evening’s meeting. And coun- 
cilmembers decided to put off a decision until the 
next meeting March 13. 

Before the council’s decision, two residents 
demanded action from Sierra Madre. Cliff Good¬ 
rich said, “I’m totally confused as to why the 
road stays open during the evening. If something 
is not done I plan to send a letter to all three 
jurisdictions. You are personally responsible.’’ 

He referred to the Arcadia and Sierra Madre 
Police and Fire Departments as well as the L.A. 
Sheriff’s Dept. He questioned which was respon¬ 
sible in Sierra Madre. 

Sierra Madre Fire Chief Marc Mueller spoke 
up and said that the Forest Service was another 
jurisdiction. He explained that a three-point 
plan had already been implemented; the upper 
parking lot at Chantry Flats had been lighted; 
gates were installed in the upper and lower areas. 


and boulders had been installed in the turnout areas 
to discourage parking. 

In another matter, Mueller also urged action 
by the council toward review and adoption of the 
1982 uniform fire code. He would like smoke 
detectors installed in all buildings over 2500 square 
feet, all building additions or modifications, prior 
to sale of all buildings and prior to Jan. 1, 1986, 
for all other buildings. 

He urges additional amendments to provide 
automatic fire sprinkler systems in all buildings 
for assembly above first floor and occupancy of 
50 persons, all three-story buildings, all new build¬ 
ings further than 300 ft. from a fire hydrant and 
all attached garages. 

Mueller also attacked area roofs and urged 
that fire retardant roofs be installed on all altera¬ 
tions to existing dwellings exceeding 25*^0 of the 
area and all repairs of existing roofs exceeding 
25% of the roof. 

Councilmembers agreed to set a public hear¬ 
ing for Mar. 13 on the ordinance and instructed 


sending the ordinance to Special Counsel Charles 
Martin. 

The council adopted recommended action set 
forth by City Administrator McRea concerning 
the nuisance abatement at 832 Woodland Dr., 
the home of Mr. and Mrs. Paul Hagen. The city 
governing body agreed to refer the problem to 
the Planning Commission and to ask special counsel 
to review and comment on the property line 
dispute. 

Because Mayor Pro Tern Tom Edwards chal¬ 
lenged McRea as to why Gem Plumbing of Sierra 
Madre had not been asked to bid on an air com¬ 
pressor for the city, the item was held over to 
give the local firm a chance to bid as well as 
another local firm. Morrow and Holman. 

Also held over until next meeting was granting 
$6000 to the Sierra Madre Chamber of Commerce. 
Councilmember Charles Corp said, “If Council 
sits tonight (without Carlyle Griffin and Mayor 
Bartolai who were ill), we’d vote contrary (against 
granting) to the earlier opinion. I don’t agree on 


what the council did earlier but —.’’ 

Although the three-person council voted to 
adjourn to a Saturday retreat. Mayor Bartolai 
called The News to explain that the meeting/re¬ 
treat probably would not happen. 

The retreat has been postponed “numerous 
times,” Bartolai said. “We could not decide on 
a special date several times because of Tom Ed¬ 
wards’ busy Saturday schedules. 

“It’s very unlikely Saturday’s meeting will be 
held because 1 have insisted on full council at¬ 
tendance. Now I understand another councilman is 
unable to attend this week’s meeting,” the Mayor 
said. 

He explained that his attempting to get a 
retreat organized was “not a last-minute maneuver. 
I’ve tried to accommodate all their schedules and 
in most cases it was fine with all of them. I resent 
the implication.” 

The meeting was to have been held Saturday, 
Mar. 3 at the Essick House.

Maybe Johnny can’t read. But Jenny can. 
And there are 23 million Jennys out there gobbling 
up the millions of contemporary romances coming 
off the presses every month. 

Silhouette Books publishes 28 titles a month, 
turning out 7 million copies every 30 days, accord¬ 
ing to Karen Solem, editor-in-chief for Silhouette, 
a division of Simon and Schuster. 

Solem was at Santa Anita Fashion Park in 
Arcadia, conducting a workshop on “How To 
Write A Romance.” 

With her were three top writers for Silhouette 
— Dixie Browning, Barbara Faith, and Nora 
Roberts. 

Solem is always looking for new writers, she 
said, and unsolicited manuscripts are read in the 
New York office. 

About half of all paperbacks sold today are 
romances. As society changes, so does the romance. 
Today’s heroine is a strong contemporary woman 
with a sense of independence and spirit, active 
and involved. 

Silhouette issues six lines, each appealing to a 
different audience. 


“First Loves” are stories about teenagers and 
their first relationships. Common adolescent prob¬ 
lems such as peer pressure and parental guidance 
are explored. 

“Romances” concern heroines 19 to 29 in a 
contemporary setting, and lovers do not consum¬ 
mate their Jove without marriage. Definitely! 

The “Desire” heroine is a woman of 25-32 
years of age, a sensitive woman looking for a 
partner to share in the challenges of life. 

“Intimate Moments” is for readers looking 
for fantasy in romance, in an exotic setting, a 
different world than the ordinary. 

“Special Editions” are longer, more sophis¬ 
ticated stories with realistic plots. 

The new line of “Inspirational Romance” 
includes the spiritual growth of a character. The 
stories are not instructional or preachy, nor do 
they concern differences in belief. 

“They are entertaining stories about wholesome 
people of faith,” Solem said. All books are from 
the heroine’s point of view. Male authors may be 
published, but with a feminine pseudonym.

having married a bull-fighter, spoke on writing 
descriptive phrases, and recommends that a writer 
have a love affair with words. 

“Look for beauty and wonder. Use a change 
of season to indicate feeling. The descriptive 
phrase should set the tope and lead the reader 
on,” she said. 

Dixie Browning urged writers to look for the 
germ of truth that is always lurking out there. 
Find your characters among people you know. Note 
their mannerisms, enthusiasms and gestures. She 
suggested that writers look for something in a 
character’s background that has influenced her view 
of life, to add depth to the plot. 

Nora Roberts emphasized the need for the 
characters to care for each other, or the reader 
will not care for them. She cautioned against too 
much emphasis on sex. “Go easy on the heavy 
breathing. Silhouette books are not sex manuals. 
The characters are not promiscuous.” 

Query letters are not wanted, Solem said. 
But a cover letter which outlines the story and 
provides the background of the author is a must. 
A report to the writer can be expected in 
eight to 10 weeks. Right nOw the need is for 
the sweet and simple romance, and for the new 
“inspirational” series.

Q.—I am a self-employed 
building contractor and 1 
make a profit of about 
$50,000 each year. Last 
year I paid $3,029.40 in 
social security self-em¬ 
ployment tax and my tax 
practitioner tells me it 
will increase substantially 
in $984. 

A.—Your tax practitioner 
is on target. For 1984 the 
self employed people will 
pay tax at a rate of 11.3% 
on a maximum of $37,800 
(up from *35,700 in 
1983), or $4,271.40! This 
is an increase of $933.45 
over year $982, huge 
increase for the self em¬ 
ployed. 

Q.—My husband inherit¬ 
ed 800 shares of Kent 
Feeds Inc., common stock 
from his father who died 


last year. This stock is 
worth $52.00 per share 
or a total of $41,600. If 
we sell it must we pay 
income tax on that 
amount? 

A.—No, this is a pre¬ 
ference type of income 
which get's a rather nice 
tax treatment. First, you 
must know how much it 
was worth per share on 
the date of death of your 
husband’s father. That 
amount becomes your 
“cost.” This type of sale 
is a capital gain trans¬ 
action that you have 
probably heard about. 
Let’s assume that the 
date of death vlaue was 
$25.00 per share. This 
means your cost for tax 
purposes is $20,000 for 
the 800 shares inherited. 
If you sold it for $41,600 
you would have a gain 
of $21,600, but only 
40% of that amount, or 
$8640, would be taxed! 
Nice type of income. It 
is simply added to your 
other income to deter¬ 
mine your total tax. 

Q.—My uncle died last 
year, and 1 received $7000 
as an inheritance. How 
much of this will I have 
to pay income tax on? 

A.—None. What you re¬ 
ceive as an inhertance 
is tax free.
